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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 81-95 are pending. Claims 81, 86, and 91-95 have been amended in this 
communication filed 7/02/07 entered as Response to Non-Final Action and Request for 
Extension of Time. 

2. The IDS filed 7/18/07 has been considered and entered. 

3. The claim objections to claim 81 have been overcome and are hereby withdrawn. 

4. The 35 USC 112, second paragraph rejections for claims 81, 86, and 91 have 
been overcome by Applicants' amendment to the claims and are hereby withdrawn. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Accordingly 
the invention would NOT have been obvious because one of ordinary skill could not 
have been expected to achieve a method, computer system, and a computer readable 
medium for processing Financial Service Organization (FSO) transactions by selecting 
a search mask table corresponding to the key definition with the search mask table 
comprising one or more search masks, reading a first search mask from the table with 
the first search mask comprising one or more search mask fields, each of the one or 
more search mask fields corresponding to one of the one or more data element values 
identified by the key definition and each of the one or more search mask fields 
comprising a search mask field value, setting the first processing key values to a wild 
card value if the search mask field value comprises a wildcard search mask field value, 
and creating one or more additional processing key values being formed using one or 
more additional search masks obtained from the selected search mask table, NOR 
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would they have been able to predict the results, and as such, they would have had no 
capability of expecting success. 

For these reasons claims 81 , 86, and 91 are deemed allowable over the prior art 
of record, and claims 82-85, 87-90, and 92-95 are allowed by dependency.
